LTHOUGH it was late November, the 
sun shone down with brassy glare. 
The sky above, of an extraordinary deep 
blue and wonderful softness, was in 
curious contrast to this hard brilliancy 
below. Twisted tamarisk trees of dull, 
faded green lined the footpath. We were 
driving through the outskirts of

, imposing villas, pale cream in colour, 
refiected the Naas, heir walls actually 
leamed, yet the houses themselves were 
li i lileless, their shutters closed. 
Beautiful ens could be wlimpsed, bril- 
liant patches vf colour, a riot of flowers, 
which in places climbed the walls, and, 
falling over the roadway, lay in long, 
streaming cascades of glowing colour. 
Variegated foliage, flaming poinzettias, 
masses of brilliant bourganvillier were all 
here; only the much-treasured chrysan- 
themum looked pale and out of place. . 

All the houses were detached, Their 
great charm was that no two were alike ; 
everyone was individual; yet, like the 
human face, every one had the same 
characteristic features. There were the 
same flat roofs, the same fascinating 
balconies and vérandahs, the same 
shuttered windows and marble steps and 
tropic flowers. In close proximity, 
mingling in strange intimacy with these 
palatial dwellings, were the little native 
shops. Just yawning doorways they were, 
their active interiors revealed to the public 
gaze—men being lathered and shaved, men 
having their hair cut, eating meals, play- 
ing games, men and boys ironing at long 
trestle tables. Outside they squatted 
against the walls talking, quarrelling or 
asleep in the sunshine. 

The houses become more scattered, then 
stop. We are travelling along a narrow 
road in absolutely flat country. On the 
left lies the desert sand, with a fringe of 
date palms and banana plantations. On 
the right are miles and miles of culti- 
vated land, flat as a planed bvard, and 
reaching as far as the eye can see. There 
are no trees, beyond a few lonely, 
scattered date palms, with here and there 
brilliant patches of verdant green, the 
indispensible bercime, sown and harvested 
four times a year. 


DONKEYS AT WORK. 


Men were cutting sugar canes and stack- 
ing them on the backs of donkeys. Every- 
where donkeys were at work. Along the 
road we met them drawing unbelievable 
loads—these same loads as often as not 
supplemented by six or eight full-sized 
people. One expected to see the donkey 
lifted high in the air—a happening not 
entirely unknown. On the other and, 
the camels that we passed looked well able 
for their. job. Their measured step and 
unshakable rhythm gave them superiority 
and a dignified disregard for any sort of 
burden or environment, 

The road, though not actually crowded, 
was full of activity, full of contrast. Ram- 
shackle cars, among which the Ford pre- 
dominated, rattled noisily along. 
luxurious limousines slipped silently by ; 
there were queer-looking carts, full of 
merchandise, with huge towering wheels, 
and others, long and flat, in which the 
horses were yoked as in the old Roman 
chariot. : 

Omnibuses of ancient design, with open 
sides full oí natives, reminded one of 
nothing so much as chickens in a crate. 
More donkeys passed, with poles across 
their backs, on which were slung 
panniers full of corn in the cob. Arabs 
walked, tall and graceful in their coloured 
galabiehs and picturesque turbans. Arabs 
cycled, looking grotesque, their long gar- 
ments flapping dangerously near the 
spokes. Veiled women in flowing black 
draperies, silver anklets shining pale 
against their dusky skin, carried laden 
baskets on their heads, leading one or two 
children by the hand. Suddenly came a 
long cavalcade, a funeral—six horses, with 
long, black cloths sweeping to the ground. 
harnessed to a sort of miniature Lord 
Mayor's coach. Only no Lord Mayor's 
coach was ever quite so gaudy. ( overed 
thickly with yellow gilt, it glittered and 
flashed back a brassy challenge to the sun- 
shine overhead. Ornate decorations cul- 
minated in a chubby cherub, also gilt, 
perched on the top, who, with extended 
cheeks, blew a gilt trumpet. _ 

The sides of this extraordinary hearse 
were hung with gay paper streamers and 
wreaths of the most brilliant purple 
flowers imaginable. Behind came the 
mourning carriages and people on foot. 


A RAMSHACKLE TOWN. 


After they had passed the road seemed 
suddenly very empty, very quiet. The 
land on either side was cultivated now— 
long stretches of green, with clusters of 
native dwellings huddled together, as if 
for protection. There were squat growths 
of low mud walls and flat roofs. Narrow 
canals of water ran along both sides—the 
precious means by which all cultivation is 
carried on. At intervals, locked iron doors 
could be seen in the banks, outward and 
visible sign of the gigantic irrigation 
system in force. Water wheels were also 
frequent, turned by patient, blind-folded 
oxen, continuously walking their unseen 
circle. Women were working in the fields, 
hampered by long trailing garments, their 
heads covered, their faces veiled. In the 
distance they looked like huge black 
crows, 

We crossed the railway, and came to 4 
ramshackle, small town—a collection of 
houses and shops, built seemingly without 
design or object. There was a wide, un- 
tidy, mud roadway, pools of stagnant 
water, old tin cans, swarms of flies, goats 
and Arab children. Men sat outside the 
shops on chairs, talking, quarre)ling, 
eating, playing games, or squatted against 
the walls, asleep. Over all, was the glory 
of the sun, eternally shining, flooding the 
sordid squalor with colour and romance. 

We bumped along a bad surface, crossed 
the railway again, and were soon on the 
outskirts of Aboukir—another _ hetero- 
geneous collection of houses and shops, 
only larger. It had the same rambling, 
wneven roadway, planiess; the same care- 
jess, open interiors, the same sleepy 
“ getivity, and primitive, unquencha 
cheerfulness. We ploughed on over un- 
even, sendy ruts. Finully, we turned to 

right and down an incline of sand— 
sand lay everywhere—and found ourselves 
beach. ,

Not only has he served as a lieutenant 
in a cavalry. regiment, and as a colonel 
in an infantry battalion, but he has also 
been Minister for Munitions, Secretary 
for Air, and a First Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

There seems to be a definite feeling 
among the rank and file that Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks must vacate his position 
at the Home Offi.e, where li’: “ kill-joy’”’ 
tactics have caused both irritation and 
alarm, and the name of Sir Samuel 
Hoare, the present Secretary for Air, is 
mentioned as his successor. 

There is little doubt that Sir Samuel, 
as Home Secretary, would be a success. 
He has had over twenty years of parlia- 
mentary experience, has served on several 
parliamentary Commissions, as well as on 
the committees of mu.icipal undertakings 
and social service organisations. 

He is well-known in the Services, and 
as an undergraduate represented Oxford 
at racquets and tennis, so that his 
appointment would be a popular one. 


Brighter Bechives. 


On a recent visit to the country an 
apiarist rather surprised me by the 
wonderful display of colour which his bee- 
hives made in the orchard. 

Each hive was painted in a different 
colour, and these gay colours struck me as 
a welcome change from the conventional] 
white. 

My friend said that, last summer, after 
a fierce thunderstorm, he noticed s that 
many bees were killed outside several 
hives, He attributed the casualties to 
the fact that in the scramble for shelter 
these bees became confused and sought 
the wrong hives, with the result that they 
were promptly put to death for their 
mistake. 

This year each hive is so delightfully 
different that the bees cannot possibly 
make such a mistake. 


“Dead Souls.” 


The writings of those Russian authors 
who deal with peasant life in the nine- 


Trisbmen. It is partly that there seems 
to be a common thread of imaginative life 
in the mentality of the Irish and Slav 
peasant, partly that there are many 
points of contact in the relationship 
between peasant and landlord in Ireland 
and in Russia. This view is exemplified 
in the work of Nicolai Gogol, who is the 
Charles Dickens of provincial Russia, to 
a certain extent in his “ The Inspector,”’ 
and more particularly in his “Dead 
Souls.”’ In the latter there are characters 
which exhibit the genial eccentricities we 
associate with the creations of Lever and 
lover, and there is economic discussion 
which might have been written for the 
lrish Homestead, The plot hinges upon 
the fraudulent making up of an artificial 
estate by the purchase for a song of dead 
serfs, dead souls, whose names still re- 
mained upon the register, for Government 
purposes, of the estates they belonged to. 
Re-reading the book the other day, this 
plot irresistibly called to mind the traffic 
in dead voters which is part of the persons- 
tion trouble so worrying to Lord Craig- 
avon. An incident which came to light 
during an investigation of Local Govern- 
ment administration in Ireland in the 
‘nineties also recurred to me. It was 
found that a union had been for years 
paying outdoor relief to dead men, 
relatives and others collecting it. A land- 
Jord and guardian benefited from his 
deceased tenants, and one recipient of 
relief was the Jocal bank manager.

This incident suggests that we may 
have to revise our estimate of the value 
as an attraction of many of the beauty 
spots throughout the country. Many of 
these places got their reputations in the 
days of slow-moving horse traffic, when 
tourists passing through had ample time 
to receive a distinct impression of the 
scenery. But in these days of fast tour- 
ing motors and chars-A-banc the sight- 
seer is transported from one town to 
another with such hurry and bustle that 
the beauty spots through which he is 
carried Jose their value as such. 


The Glen of the Downs. 


The Glen of the Downs cannot weave 
its subtle charms around a road-hog. To 
the “speed merchant’’ it is simply an 
avente of trees, much the same as any 
other wood, in which are corners that. 
help to keep the indicator of the speedo- 
meter below forty. A car-load of such 
tourists will leave the city in the morn- 
ing, and after a round journey of probably 
100 or 150 miles will return to their hotel 
in the evening. Their impression of the 
scenery generally will, no doubt, be satis- 
factory, but the only place that they may 
have seen properly is the terminal point 
at which they stopped for their ad Erp 
meal. 

The most satisfactory, and, perhaps, the 
only right way in which to get a full 
appreciation of the Glen is to go through 
it on foot. It is always delightfully cool 
on a hot summer day, and it is well 
worth while exploring the woods, in which 
are many little glades and dells awaiting 
discovery. And what more could a man 
want than to lie at ease on a mossy bank, 
with the bracken as a couch, and smoke 


a pipe of peace? 
Chat “Invisible Export.” 


The Glen of the Downs is a potential 
gold mine, but it requires to be developed 
on the proper lines. I even go so far as 
to suggest that it should be acquired for 
the State as a national park. It might be 
laid out with walks through the woods, 
with foot bridges over the river, and with 
vantage points from which to view the 


surrounding scenery. 


If that were done, the Glen would 
become a terminus at which -tourists 
would have something to induce them to 
stop. As it is, however, tourists would 
be well advised to “hasten slowly ” if 
they would get the full benefit of what the 
country has to offer in the way of scenery. 


New Ross. 


I had occasion to spend a few days im 
New Ros recently, and my host 
acquainted me with a few interesting 
facts associated with this old south- 
country town on the River Barrow. Its 
history goes as far back as the sixth 
century, and originated from a monastery 
founded by St. Albanus. Anciently it 
was called “ Ros-glas’’ and ‘* Ros-mac- 
troin,”” and later ‘‘ Ross Ponte.’’ The 
name, though originally associated with 
its ancient founders, really means 
““wood ” in Irish; in former times exten- 
sive woods covered the district. New 
Koss is also remembered as the birthplace 
and early home of the Roman Catholic 
Bishop, Dr. Doyle, better known as 
“J. R.L.” and of the first Provost Lloyd, 
of Trinity College, and the Rev. George 
Whitmore Carr, the founder of the 
temperance movement in Ireland. 

Portions of the «ld walls and gates still 
remain. The town had to submit to 
Cromwell after Le had discharged three 
cannon shots at one of the gates, ever 
after known as the “ Three Bullet Gate.”’ 
At the battle of New Ross, in 1798, the 
insurgents, numbering from 20,000 to 
30,000, were defeated by the garrison of 
1,200 militia and 150 yeomen, under 
General Johnson. Lord Mountjoy was 
killed in the battle.

In the play, incidents and actual re- 
volutionaries are treated imaginatively, 
but my friend tells me that at this period 
there was a club of this name, and that 
it met in a public house, still existing but 
much altered, in the narrow laneway 
known as Sugarhouse Entry, connecting 
High street with Donegall street. The 
Em of this tavern was a certain 

eggy Barclay, and frequenters of the 
Muddlers* Club inctahed leading United 
Irishmen like Henry Joy McCracken, 
Thomas Russell and Jemmy Hope. the 
Co. Antrim Weaver who often’ visited 
Dublin, and helped not a little at the 
weaving of plots around the Coombe. 
John Hughes, the informer, also was a 
frequenter of the place. and a man named 
Brees from whom Lord Castlereagh seems 
to have got some of his information on 
the conspiracy. 

The playwright avails himself of dramatic 
licence to represent the pretty barmaid, 
Bella, as a daughter of Napper Tandy. 
The actual barmaid was named Bell 
Martin, and she has a reputation as a 
beauty, but she falls under suspicion of 
treachery to the United Irishmen, or at 
least of inability to preserve the secrecy 
of what she heard when the Muddlers 
got talkative. 


Bell Martin. 


Bell Martin’s name is associated in 
some parts of the North with a legend 
which illustrates the working of the folk 
imagination in history as handed down 
from generation to generation. This par- 
ticular story is like a page taken from 
one of Lady Gregory’s “ Kiltartan 
Histories,’’ or a folk-tale one might pick 
up in a Gaelic-speaking district. 

An old lady in Co. Antrim solemnly 
assured my friend that the Northern 
capital got its name in this fashion: ‘‘ In 
the time of the turn-out in '98,” said 
she, “ there was a girl in a public house 
in Belfast and she was called Bell 
Martin. When the soldiers came to look 
for the United men they could not 
find them, and Bell Martin would not tell 
them. So they tortured her, but 
still she would not tell. So they took 
her to Cornmarket, where’ Foster 
Green’s is, and they were going 
to tie her to a post and put a pitch-cap 
on her, and she screamed so loud that 
the captain said, ‘tie Bell fast,’ and 
they did, and that’s why it’s called 
Belfast.” In many parts of rural Ulster 
the accent is in fact put on the first 
svllable of the name. 

The story-teller obviously had mixed 
up her characters, and had introduced 
into her narrative something she or a 
previous narrator had heard about the 
treatment of Anne Devlin after the 
failure of Emmet’s rebellion in 1803. 

My friend adds that some years ago 
weapons dating from 1798 were discovered 
in the house in Sugarhouse Entry 
traditionally regarded as Peggy Barclay's. 
The Entry gets its name from a sugar 
refinery conducted there by one Negins, a 
Dutchman who settled in Belfast when it 
was in its commercial infancy, and ships 
were loaded and discharged in High 
street itself. 


“Trish Nationality.” 


Your remarks om Mrs. A. S. Green’s 
historical writings, says a correspondent, 
omit mention of the most popular of her 
hooks—‘‘ Irish Nationality,”” ome of the 
first volumes publis.cd in the Home 
University Library when that series was 
initiated in 1911. This little book is re- 


arded by many as the best handbook of 


rish history in existence. It certainly 


is a most fascinating and enlightening 


book, and it is full of the author’ 

for the unity of the Irish peceple; “ made 
one by affiliation to the land that bore 
them.” 

To-day, my correspondent adds, I went 
round the principal bookshops of Dublin 
seeking a copy of the revised edition of 
this book, which was issued recently by 
the new publishers of the series, Messrs. 
Thornton Butterworth. I failed utterly 
to secure it. Most of the assistants in. the 
various shops seemed never to have heard 
of the book, and the only shop which 
knew ‘anything of the new edition had no 
copies for sale.

When asked why she does not 
address a reminder to the Department on the 
matter, she says that it would be no use, as 
her previous letters, in similar circumstances, 
were completely ignored. ‘his unfortunate 
landlord was, before the alienation of her 
lands, always paid her rents by the tenants 
within a fortnight of the gale days, the 
25th March and 29th September, annually. 
A searching inquiry into the methods of 
a depariment which withho''s, for two 
months, moneys apparentty re ceived by it on 
behalf of its creditors is overdue. Such an 
inquiry should also probe the cause of the 
delay of six years which has occurred in the 
vesting of estates, and constitutes a scandal 
that is causing irritation, if not idire injury,

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In the Jrish Times to-day Mr. 
©’Hanrahan, District Justice at Raphoe 
District Court, is reported to have said that 
he wished to enter a protest on behalf of 
himself and of his colleagues throughout the 
country against certain ill-informed strictures 
made by members or supporters of the Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals upon 
District Justices for their alleged leniency in 


the enforcement of the Protection of Animals 


Act. In replying to Mr. O’Hanrahan, let 
me first state that my Committee are very 
glad to learn from him that he is anxious 


to protect dumb animals and to punish any 


injustice done to them; but he does not 
appear to realise that what he calls ill- 
informed strictures are based on decisions 
actually given by various District Justices 
during 1928. The following are a few of the 
cases :— 

At Castleblayney District Court, on the 
10th December, 1928, a man convicted dis- 
horning thirteen head of cattle was disfitissed 
with a caution, and the owners of the cattle 
were dismissed without prejudice. 

At Mountbellew District Court, on the 13th 
June, 1928, a man was summoned for putting 


a ring for a pig in a dog's nose. The case 


was dismissed under the Probation of 
Offenders Act. 

At Kilmanach District Court. on the 6th 
December, 1928, a woman was fined one 
penny for working a donkey with a sore. 

At Cahir District Court, on the 19th 


January, 1928, two men had two cases each 


brought against them by different Guards 
for working a donkey with a sore back. The 
four summonses were dismissed. 

Further, the inadequate sentences given 
for cruelty to animals are frequently the sub. 
ject of comment in fénaáimh, where much 
more severe penalties than in this country 
Sir Ernest Wild, 
K.C., the Recorder of London, when speak- 
ing at an R.S.P.C.A. meeting in Crow- 
borough, Sussex, last month, expressed the 
opinion that “the time had come for the 
Society to press for meve severe penalties 
for cruelty to anima!.. Considering the 
penalties for cffences against property he 
thought that the maximum punishment for 
cases of cruelty to animals should be. not 
three months’ hard labour and a fine, but 
between two and five years’ penal servitude.”

FAIL.

MADE TO-DAY.

OLD ORCHARD, MAINE, 
Wednesday. : 

An unsuccessful take-off, and a quick] 
terminated flight, manked simul- 
taneous attempts of the Green Flash 
(the American ’plane) to fly to Rome, and 
the Yellow Bird (the French ’plane) to 
fly to Paris, across the Atlantic to-day. . 
The Bellanca ‘monoplane, Green Flash, 
piloted by Mr. Roger Williams and Mr. 
‘Lewis Yancey, was the first to race down 
the beach with two tons of machine and 
fuel. About one hundred yards down 
the runway one wheel sank deeply in 
the sand, and the ’plane swirled abruptly, 
nearly wrecking a wing before coming to 
a stop, but no serious damage was done. 


PETROL DUMPED. 
While the Green Flash remained.stuck 
in the sand and mud, the great Yellow 
Bird, which is much heavier than the 
tiny Bellanca, roared down the runway, 
with its 600 h.p. engine emitting a roar 
which nearly deafened the onlookers. 
Despite its tremendous load of more 
than a thousand gallons of fuel, it left 
the beach at once, and circled out to 
sea. All seemed to be going well when 
suddenly the watchers on the beach’ saw 
a white spume flash from the tail of the 
Yellow Bird, as tons of petrol were 
suddenly dumped into the sea, and a 
little later the ‘plane returned, after 
having been only twenty minutes in the 
air. 
It then appeared that the vibration of 
the engine-had caused a leakage of the 
fuel tank, releasing a considerable 
quantity of petrol. 


ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO-DAY. 

The French flyers, therefore, decided to 
dump their heavy lead of fuel and return, 
but M. Lotti announced that they would 
begin immediate preparations for a 
second take-off. 

It was announced. later by the crew of

GREAT FOREST FIRES. 


HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE. 

From ' Tng Times’? ConRnRESPONDENT, 
TOKYO, Wednesday. 

Forest fires raging throughout Japanese 
Saghalien have caused widespread havoc 
and loss of life. Twenty-four bodies have 
already been recovered from the débris, 
and it is-feared that this number will be 
increased when the flames subside, 
Strong winds are carrying the flames 
forward, and the populations are too 
sparse to offer an effective resistance. The 
worst fire originated at Esutorimachi, 
where eighteen lives were lost, and it is 
now threatening Hama. Scores of houses, 
a school, a hospital and a factory have 
been destroyed. 
The town of Otodari has been wrapped 
in black smoke for twenty-four hours from 
a fire raging in the neighbouring forest, 
and many inhabitants have fled from the 
city.

THE RHINELAND. 

The agreement between the Allied dele- 
gates must, therefore. be taken to depend 
on two conditions—the evacuation of the 
Rhineland by September 1st next and the 
separate settlement of the Belgian claim 
for depreciated marks. : 
It is not likely that any of the Allied 
delegations would now support the Belgians 
in a refusal to accept separate negotia- 
tions, but the evacuation of the Rhineland 
must, of coupse,: be decided. upon by the 
Governments. | 

On the whole, however, the prospects 
are excellent. The leader of one. of the 
Allied delegations said in public this after- 
noon that the position was now very good. 
It. may be hoped that a settlement “is 
really in sight. 


BRITISH ELECTIONS. 
THE ELECTORS’ TASK. 


In an editorial. article The. Times re- 
marks: — Twenty-eight million people are 
called. upon to-day to elect a new House of 
Commons from more than 1,700 candidates, 
At first sight they may appear to have a 
dificult task in coming to a decision 
after a campaign which, pace Mr. 
Lloyd George, has. been singularly un- 
emotional, and in which their attention has 
not been riveted by any dramatic event upon 
a single or a simple issue; but in reality 
enough plain facts have emerged to make 
abstention from voting quite inexcusable. It 
is, admittedly, desirable that this election 
should hot be followed immediately by 
another, and that the next sGovernment 
should be able to rely upon a majority in 
Parliament. This fact alone should help 
many electors to make up their minds. 

The leaders of all three parties have very 
naturally expressed their confident anticipa- 
tion of obtaining a majority; and this hope 
may be taken seriously in Mr. Baldwin, and 
even in. Mr. Macdonald, but in Mr. Lloyd 
George it is clearly an outstanding case of 
the wish being father.to the thought. The 
implicit claim that the Liberals will win some 
270 seats is, of course, fantastic to the pomt 
of absurdity. In very ‘many cases, therefore, 
Liberals who see the value to democracy of 
a determinate House of Commons will have 
to choose between voting Socialist or votang 
Conservative. Which is it.to be? Mr. Lloyd 
George himself has supplied the answer. 
“We Liberals,” he said at Milford Haven 
only a few weeks ago, “are just as anti- 
Socialist as the Conservatives.” If that. is so, 
then it is not irrelevant to remind Liberals 
that in very many constituencies a vote for 
the Liberal candidate will be a direct con- 
tribution to the Socialist success. 

It. may also be hoped that in this. final 
stage of the contest practical considerations 
may weigh with those ‘“grousers’’ in the 
Conservative ranks to whom the Prime 
Minister has occasionally referred,

out between the two larger parties. Under 
the operation of the closure, the eight 
amendments which Labour deputies had 
put down might not be reached at all. 
He appealed to the Minister to allow the 
motion to stand over until the following 
day, and, in the meantime, see how far the 
House would get with the discussion of 
ithe amendments in Committee in the 
ordinary way. 
The Minister, by way of concession to 
Mr. O'Connell, offered to extend the 
period for debate in committee to eleven 
hours, but the offer was turned down 
by Mr. Lemass, who declined to be a party 
to any such arrangement. The Fianna 
Fail spokesman, whose voice showed traces 
of recent election activities, characterised 
the Minister’s whole tone as insolent. 


THE “ IRISH TIMES.” 


He denied that the amendments had 
been put down in any vexatious ‘spirit. 
There were more people than Fianna Fail 
opposed to the measure. The Government 
realised that they had stepped into a 
wasps’ nest, and were now trying to rush 
the measure through the House without 
He characterised. the 
Minister’ of Justice as a puppet of the 
forces behind the Irish Times. As soon 
as the writer of the leading articles in 
the Irish: Times cracked his whip, the 
Minister came to heel, and had now intro- 
duced an amendment making the measure 
a temporary one.

THE CARDINAL PRINGIPLES. 


The Minister for Justice followed in a 
vigorous, if somewhat lengthy, speech, 
in the course of which he said that he 
regarded the Juries Bill not as a tem- 
porary expedient, but a real improvement 
in the jury system. The cardinal prin- 
ciples of the bill were the provisions for 
a majority verdict on juries and the 
uarding of indiscriminate circulation of 
jury lists, thereby protecting jurors 
against intimidation and murder, and 
also securing that the juries would not be 
canvassed to defeat the ends of justice. 
To prove his contention that most of the 
amendments were purely obstructive be 
recited quite a number of the amend- 
ments. . 

Mr. MacEntee denied that the amend- 
ments were vexatious or put down with a 
view to obstruction, and in turn read @ 
number of the amendments to prove 
his case. He had got through nineteen 
of them when Mr. Blythe, who had come 
into the chamber, moved, shortly after six 
o’clock, that the question he put. The 
Speaker allowed Mr, MacEntee to con- 
clude his argument, but without further 
reference to the amendments, and at 6.20, 
aiter three hours’ debate, the Speaker 
put the motion that the question be now 
put. The motion was carried by 70 votes 
to 49, and by a similar vote the House 
rejected the amendment standing in the 
name of Mr. Aiken, which was, in effect, 
a direct negative to the closure motion. 


FOREIGN CAPITAL. 


On the discussion of the main motion, 
Mr. Ruttledge said that the Juries Bill 
was not a protective, but an election 
measure, and in another country could 
not be regarded as anything else but 
tantamount to martial law. It was a 
thoroughly bad bill, conceived in pani¢, 
drafted in haste, and rushed www the 
House in a narrow-minded way. It was 
not intended to safeguard the lives of the 
people, but was a cheap, filthy method of 
trying to secure political advantage. . 

Mr. O'Reilly, of Fianna Fail, thought 
that the bill would adversely influence 
capitalists in other countries who might 
feel otherwise disposed to invest’ their 
money here, and Mr. 8. T. O’Kelly also 
believed that the measure was likely to 
have a baneful influence. 

At twenty minutes to eight the Minister 
for Finance moved that the question. be 
put, and on a division this was carried by 
71 votes to 51, the House by the same 
figures carrying the original motion for 
the application of the closure. 


MANY DIVISIONS. 


At half-past eight the House entered on 
the six hours allotted for the Committee 
stage of the Jury Bill, and for the next 
half-hour the division bells were con- 
stantly ringing as amendments were put 
forward and defeated.

The difficulty of finding men to act as 
medical locum tenens who are prepared wo 
reside in the districts to which they are ap- 
pointed was discussed by the Meath Board 
of Health at its meeting in Navan cry 

The Sectetary read a letter from Dr. Corby, 
Summerhill Secretary to the Meath Medical 
Association, ‘stating that he had been directed 
to call attention to the very great difficulties 
that would beset medical officers if the exist- 
ing rules were rigidly enforced in rural dis- 
tricts, “It is almost impossible,” he said, 
“to obtain suitable quarters where the 
locum tenens can reside. There are obvious 
reasons why it is impracticable for the medi- 
cal officer to leave his own house open dut- 
ing his absence.” It was becoming more 
difficult, he added, to get a focum tenena, 
Une possible explanation was the existence 
of separate registers for the Free State and 
Great Britain, 

“ he young man, having qualified, cannot 
afford, in most cases, to get on both regis- 
ters, so he has te choose the British Register, 
as it will mean immediate employment. Quite 
recently not a single medical man ‘could be 
found in Dublin to come to Meath as 
locum tenens."’ The letter stated the arrange: 
ments that existed in former years, when 
neighbouring doctors did duty for one an- 
other, and it concluded by saying that if 
doctors were not able to take their annual 
holidays, after a long, hard winter, their 
health would give way, ‘ausing further 
trouble to the Board and greater hait 
ence to the residents of the districta con- 
cerned. .. 

Mr. Newman asked was it mob necessary 
to have the doctor reside in the district. 

The Chairman (Mr. Hopkins) said that un- 
less the doctor was prepared to give the in- 
coming doctor accommodation it would be 
— for him to take up duty ~~ 

ir. Newman said that the doctors were 
looking out fog themselves, but the members 
of the Board must look out for the poor. 
He wouid put it to the doctors very strongly, 
that they should accommodate the doctors 
whom they nominated as their substitutes.

Piece-workers in the employment of Mesars. 
Thompson, iailors, 8 Westmoreland street, 
Dublin, have gone on strike as a protest 
against the introduction of a dual system of 
production, which; it is contended by their 
union, the Irish Union of Distributive 
Workers and Clerks, must mean that 
everitually no employment will be given to 
piece-workers, who work on the “ one man 
one garment system.’ 

In reply to the union the firm states that, 
now that the “one man one garment’”’ 
workers have gone out, it has decided to 
work wholly on the team work system, con- 
fident that better work thus would be pro 
duced than heretofore. ' 

In correspondence the union stated that 
it objected to the dual system of production 
as involving a definite departure from the 
previous practice. Furthermore,,the union 
alleged that Messrs. Thompson had opened 
a workshop in a cellar where men and women 
were making up clothes under anything but 
hygienic conditions,. and, in addition, em- 
ployed ‘‘ out-workers ' —people who work in 
their own homes—under no proper super- 
vision. 

To these allegations the firm’s retort was 
that the workshop complained of was in the 
basoinent, which was the coolest part of the 
building. One out-worker only was em- 
ploved, and his workshop was regularly 
inspected by the usual sanitary and Board 
of Trade authorities. 

On the ground of economy, however, an 
Trish Times representative was informed yes- 
terday, ‘all work now would be carried 
out,in the workshop upstairs, where it would 
as be necessary to use electric light all day 
ong.

AWAITING: THE ELECT! 


| LONDON, Wednesday. 

It is “interesting to speaulate on” the 
probable course of Stock Markets after the 
result of the general election is known, but 
the operation is a fruitless one at, present. 
For obvious’ reasons, perhaps, it would be 
the safest to predict that the influence will 
not be very pronounced one way or the 
other, because of the chance that” no one 
party will be returned with an adequate 
wotking majority—that is to say, will be 
independent of the other two... In that 
event any effect of the election. would pro- 
bably be adverse. rather than .otherwise, 
because initiative would not be encouraged 
and the Stock Exchange would be faced with 


the likelihood of another ‘period of. uncer- | 


tainty. The uncertainty would discourage 
fresh operations, especially the opening of 
full accounts, and the tendency would be for 
prices to sag through lack of buying support. 
But for the moment the whole matter is 
problematical, though there are possibilities 
of very lively markets on Friday, when the 
‘Yesulté ‘of the polling are more fully kriown. 


More Hoveful Monetary Outlook 


lu the circumstayces it is satisfactory that 
the recent apprehension of ynfayourable 
monetary developments has now been ré- 
placed y a. more confident feeling.

The forty-second annual general meeting of 
the Anglo-American Uil Company, Ltd., was 
held on May 29th at 36 Queen Anne's Late, 
Westminster, 8.W.1, Mr. fF.

In this country 
the regular and more than adequate supplies 
from the usual sources, supplemented by a 
tiood of supplies from Russia, have forced the 
selling prices of kerusene and motor spirit 
below the replacement costs in the world’s 
markets, and all companies have shown heavy 
losses on those products. 

Fortunately for this company, owing to 
Jong-term contracts made with suppliers, this 
situation was greatly relieved. Aside from 
kerosene and motor spirit, the other products 
we handle, such as gas oil, lubricating oil, 
general merchandise, etc., show a small profit,
